wenty years ago, before 
thoughts of getting into the 
ring ever crossed his mind, little 
Duane Johnson would often sit 
is gondfater goto werk ato Week 
go to work in the W 
Wide Wrestling Federation. “High Chief” 
Peter Maivia was a legend at the time— 
a Polynesian sensation who would 
_ make opponents think twice about a 
Pearl job when his famous tribal 
— javelin was in his hand. 

“Now that I look back on my grand- 
- father’s matches, | see the intensity and 
aggressiveness that he competed with,” 
said Duane. “I know those are two of 

the traits | inherited from him.” 
About 10 years later, Duane was 
watching his own imther pass through 
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those same ring ropes. He celebrated 
when dad and Tony Atlas won the World 
Wrestling Federation Tag Team Title from 
the Samoans in August of 1983, and he 
was there to give his father a big hug 
when they lost the straps to Adrian Adonis 
and Dick Murdoch in April of the follow- 
ing year. During his career, the elder 
Johnson often heard the chants of 
“ROCKY! ROCKY! ROCKY!” throughout 
Madison Square Garden. It was the fans’ 
way of bringing him to that extra level. 
And while most kids his age were 
collecting comic books and watching 
cartoons, Duane Johnson was at ringside 
chanting his father’s name along with 
nearly 20,000 fans. 

Then, in the late 80s, Rocky Johnson 
bowed out of the ring. For more than 20 


a 
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years, fans had 
tome to appreciate 
a member of 
the Maivia family 
duking it out on 
Federation television, 
but the chants suddenly 
died down. Unbeknownst 
fo the fans, however, “little” 
Duane Johnson was competing at 
the University of Miami as a member 
of the Hurricanes football team. As soon 
he from the university, he 
was the status of “High Chief” 
in his homeland of Samoa. Something 
kept him in America, however, and that 
was the idea of professional wrestling. 
Out of respect for his father and grand- 
father, Duane Johnson adopted Rocky 
Maivia as his ring name—to carry on 
the tradition, 
“1 always knew that | wanted to be 
a wrestler and compete in the World 
Wrestling Federation,” Maivia said. “But 
1 would never attempt to follow in my 
pee or grandfather's footsteps. Those 
‘re just too big to follow. Every- 
ce fag 
“t ‘soon as he entered the Federation, 
Sought out the tutelage of Tom 
hed rd, the former Heavenly Body. 
The two athletes worked long hours in 


the gym, concentrating on a! the 
blue chipper’s skills. Much like Jose 
Lothario and Shawn Michaels, Pritchard 
saw great potential in this bright-eyed 
kid after only a few weeks. If didn’t 
take long for the family pastime 
to flow through Maivia’s 
veins, and he was soon 
hand-picked by Wildman 
Marc Mero to compete on 
his ae Survivor Series 
team. In his first s- 
sional match in the Word Mons 
Federation, Maivia was home 
to Madison Square 

At first, fans didn’t know 
what to make of the kid. Here 
he was standing side-by-side 
with Mero, Barry Windham 
and Jake “The Snake” 
Roberts! Who was this 

y tall Samoan and why 
Mero choose him? It 


didn’t take long for everyone to realize 
Maivia had all the tools necessary to 
become a Federation superstar, but never 
in their wildest dreams would they have 
thought he would be the sole survivor in 
New York City that night. Just as soon 
as the packed house started up the chant 
of “ROCKY! ROCKY! ROCKY!”, some- 
thing almost magical happened. Maivia 
shocked the spetsenter gn world 
by single-handedly beating Crush and 
Goldust at the Survivor Series en route 
to becoming the sole survivor. This was 
the first time in Federation history that a 
rookie had achieved such a es asart 
ment. Some say the s 
father was in the well others say his 
father gave him the strength. Whatever 
it was, Rocky found some kind of awe- 
some inner strength that allowed him to 
do what he did. 

Soon thereafter, a managerial race 
began for his services. Before he had 
even laced up a boot for the squared 
cirde, some of the Federation managers 
openly scoffed at the young talent. Now, 


var 
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they are almost getting down on their 
hands and knees for him. First on the list 
was Sunny, who was openly enamored 


of Maivia after his victory at the Survivor 
Series. Maivia wisely stayed away from 
the Golden Haired Fox, fearing that 
beautiful body (but devious mind) would 
ultimately get him in trouble. Then Jim 
Cornette took center stage—and what a 
mistake THAT turned out to be! Maivia 
took the contract Cornette offered him 
and tore it into a hundred pieces on 
live television, and then promptly 
went through every adversary that a 
vindictive Cornette threw in his path. 
Manager or not, Rocky Maivia’s 
career is headed for greatness, barring 
some kind of injury. Just looking at the 
newcomer you realize that he has what 
it takes to someday follow in the foot- 
steps of superstars like Shawn Michaels 
and Bret “Hit Man” Hart.

The rules specified that the match 
would rage until one man was 
incapable of continuing. To 
no one’s surprise, the action 
quickly spilled-cutside the ring.

He 
pulled back the mats at ring- 
side and was about to slam the 
Executioner on the hard concrete 
floor, when Mankind intervened, 
helping his ally double-team the 
Undertaker in and out of the ring. 

Undertaker recovered, tossing 
Mankind through the window of 
the massive In Your House set, 
then returning to the squared 
circle to wage war against both 
his enemies. Security poured into 
the ring to restore some sem- 
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blance of order, but Undertaker 
could not be thwarted. He chased 
the Executioner through the lobby of 
the building and outside the arena, 
hurling the masked man down a 
steep incline into a fountain. 

Meanwhile—on Federation 
president Gorilla Monsoon’s 
orders—the guards tied up 
Mankind in a straitjacket. Before 
he could make it back to the locker 
room, Undertaker intercepted him 
in the aisle, pummeling him. 
The Executioner soon also 
returned to the building, only to 
be subjected to the Tombstone 
piledriver in center ring.

The color commentator at ring- 
side—former World Wrestling 
Federation Titlist Shawn Michaels— 
inspired almost as much curiosity 
as the two combatants. Michaels 
was scheduled to meet the winner 
of this contest at the Royal Rumble 
and, before the In Your House 
card, engaged in unscheduled 
altercations with both men. 

As Shawn looked on, Bret 
jumped Sid from the rear at 
the Fell slamming his head into 
the top turnbuckle. Sid countered 
with a decapitating clothesline, 
followed by a bodyslam and 
running kick to the head. Sid tried 
whipping Bret into the ropes, but 
received a boot to the neck when 
he bent to deliver a high back 
bodydrop. Straddling a prone 
Sid, the Hit Man spread the 
champion’s legs and hecdthiutted 
his lower abdomen. 

Dumping Hart over the top 
rope, Sid went to work on the 
challenger at ringside, pulling 
away the protective mats to 
expose the hard floor and 
attempting a Powerbomb. Bret 
refused to give in to the maneuver, 
backing Sid into the ringpost, then 
lifting him and jamming his spine 
into the steel. 

To turn up the torture level, Hart 
then took the match into the ring— 
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and removed the top turnbuckle. 
He tried slamming Sid’s head into 
the exposed metal, but the champion 
put on the brakes. After delivering 
a side Russian legsweep, suplex 
and kneedrop from the second 
rope, Hart attempted a dive from 
the top buckle. But Sid grabbed 
him from underneath, pitched him 
across the canvas, bounced him 
off the ropes and met him with 
a big boot to the face, followed 
by a powerslam. 

Bret wouldn't quit. He got Sid 
on the mat, and tried a Shar 
shooter. But the champion al 
kicked the Hit Man to ringside. 
There, Stone Cold Steve Austin 
swept out of the locker room and 
clipped the challenger’s leg from 
the rear. The British Bulldog and 
World Wrestling Federation 
officials pulled Austin away, as 
a confused Owen Hart rushed 
around, torn between his loyalty 
to his tag team partner and 
contempt Sor his brother. 

But Sid took advantage of the 
incursion, stomping on the Hit 
Man in the ring and hoisting him 


up for a powerslam. As Bret strug- 
gled to bron tree, Sid let him 
drop—right on top of the exposed 
turnbuckle! The champion 
chokeslammed the contender and 
gained a near-all, then missed a 
running clothesline and received 
one from Bret. The momentum of 
the blow propelled both men out 
of the ring to the area just in front 
of the announcer’s table—and 
Shawn Michaels. 

Masterfully using Michaels as a 
tool, Sid stuck his hand in the 
Heartbreak Kid's face and shoved 
him backwards, then continued 
targeting the Hit Man in the ring. 
Michaels hopped up on the ring 
apron to go after the champion— 
and Sid whipped Hart into the 
visitor. Shawn fell to ringside and 
Bret wobbled toward Sid, who 
instantly Powerbombed and 
pinned the heralded challenger. 

A defeated Hit Man rolled out of 
the ring, bleeding from the nose. 
He eyed Shawn for a moment, then 
clocked him with a right, pulling 
Michaels’ shirt over his head and 
victimizing him for the loss. 
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This past November, just a few 
days after the Survivor Series, the 
World Wrestling Federation held 
its annual Royal Rumble press 
conference in the Lone Star city 
of San Antonio, Texas. There, 
Vince McMahon and a host of 
Federation officials stood before a 
storm of flashbulbs and television 
cameras to announce to the world 
that an agreement had been 
reached with famed Mexican 
promoter Antonio Pena that would 
allow some of the top superstars 
of the Mexico promotion, AAA, to 
compete in the Royal Rumble. 
Although somewhat unknown 
to the majority of American 
wrestling fans, AAA has been the 
wrestling world’s best kept secret. 
You may be aware that Mexico 
fosters some of the top aerial 
artists in the world, but what you 
may not have heard is that AAA 
has a diverse crop of athletes who 
can play the same brutal mat

game as men like Mankind and 
Sycho Sid. From the masks to the 
moonsaults, Antonio Pena truly 
has a stable of warriors who are 
excited to elevate the WORLD in 
World Wrestling Federation to a 
new level for the 21st Century 
and beyond! 

Having only been in existence 
for a little over five years, AAA 
has a rich tradition that dates 
back to the late 1920s when 
Mexican wrestlers first started to 
wear colorful masks to conceal 
their true identities. To these super- 
stars, a significant accomplish- 
ment in their wrestling career is to 
defeat someone in a mask versus 
mask match. To strip another 
wrestler of his headgear, thus ex- 
posing him to the fans, is the way 
not only to defeat him, but also to 
gain respect. However, if a 
wrestler rips an opponent's mask 
off during the course of a regular 
match—a move that breaks the 


rules of tradition—he gets an auto- 
matic disqualification and is 
disgraced in the eyes of his peers. 
Contrary to rumors that have 
spread in wrestling circles over the 
years, these masks aren't always 
used as weapons of war. If a 
Mexican wrestler willingly gives 
his headgear to another man, it is 
seen as a token of friendship... 
a sign that you hold him in the 
highest regard. Two men who have 
that very respect for each other are 
Pierroth and Cibernetico—consid- 
ered by many to be the best to 
have ever competed in Mexico. 
Pierroth and Cibernetico are 
devious rule-breakers, or “rudo” 
to the fans, meaning that they 
bend the rules with the best! 
Pierroth is the current “Champion 
of Champions”, a title he has 
held since May 1996 when he 
won a tournament composed of 
all the AAA title holders. He is 
known as one of the most out- 
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spoken individuals in Mexico... 
a man who backs up his mouth 
in the ring, much like Stone Cold 
Steve Austin. 
Joining him as a rule-breaking 
“rudo” is his partner Cibernetico. 
a 


At 21 years of age, Cibernetico is 
one oh the hottest young stars in 
Mexican history! When Pierroth is 
not defending his title, he teams 
with the younger Cibernetico in 
what many consider perhaps the 
best “teacher/student” combina- 
tion in the world. With the experi- 
ence of the champion and the 
pure aggressiveness of the young- 
ster, it’s only a matter of time 
before these two are knocking on 
the Tag Team Title door in the 
World Wrestling Federation. 
Along with this super-combo 
come a host of other Mexican 
high-flyers from south of the 
border. Names like El Canek, 
Fuerza Guerrera, Heavy Metal, 
Jerry Estrada and Perro Aguayo 
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may also be making their way to 
the “big time” of the Federation. 
Some of the masked stars in AAA, 
such as Canek and Aguayo, have 
been claiming gold for over 20 
years. Unlike some athletes today 
who rely on the same “mighty” 
legdrop night after night to bag a 
win, these veterans are constantly 
reinventing their mat arsenal. On 
the other hand, stars like Estrada 
and Guerrera are known for their 
acrobatics—trained in the dare- 
devil tactics they learned while 
touring Japan. 

Also set to climb the ladder of 
the Federation via AAA are some 
of the sport's talented young 
lions—names like the Latin Lover, 
Heavy Metal and the highly-touted 
Hector Garza just to name a few. 
Some Mexican fans compare the 
Latin Lover to our own Shawn 
Michaels, being that he is known 
as a talented athlete whose 
charming style is a hit with the 


ladies. While others pick Garza, 
a former Tag Team Title holder 
whose trademark moonsault is 
a picture of perfection, as the 
Mexican champion of the future. 

With over 200 AAA stars pos- 
sibly available to compete in fu- 
ture World Wrestling Federation 
events, could it be long before we 
see these stars from south of the 
border with Federation gold 
around their waists? Without a 
doubt, men like Hunter Hearst- 
Helmsley, Owen Hart and the 
British Bulldog are studying the 
techniques of the Mexicans, just in 
case they meet them in one-on- 
one encounters down the road. 
Call this possible influx of interna- 
tional talent an “invasion” if you 
will, but this relationship between 
the World Wrestling Federation 
and AAA may indeed go down 
as one of the most successful joint 
efforts in the history of sports- 
entertainment! W
